But even this difficulty has 
beow overcome,.and in spite ofall the 
‘disaffection and apathy’ Dr Cantlie 
was able to say with. truth—' As we 
look deWwn the list of-our-lecturers and 
examiners wo may wall be proud of- the 
names we contemplate.’ In the vitality. 
which has enabled it to get over all the 
troubles and dangers of its infantile 
yearé lies the surest hope ofa long and 
prospsrous careor for the College. 


Tnx condition attached to Mr Belilios’s 
|philanthrophic offer. ta give a site and 
erect @ building which should be & pet- 
moacat ond worthy habitation for the 
Hongkong College of Medicine for 
Chinese,—namely, that the Government 
should andow the College with an equi- 
valent sum of $40,000—, if it can be re- 
garded at all as another‘ rae is 
one which wo have no doubt will be 
easily overcome. Had. the colony 
been as prosperous now as-it was at the 
time the College wus established, we do 
not believe there would-hnve been any 
hesitation on thé ‘part of the Governor 
in assuring Dr Cantlie of the Govern- 
ment grant. But, as His Excellency 
remarked, ‘ this ie ov uwhkward time to 
come to the Legislative Council for an 
endowment.” When itis known that the 
surplus for 1893 is estimated at only 

3500, the force of Sir William Ro- 
binsun’s remark becomes vory apparent. 
His Excellency, however, hos had a 
good deal- of experienco apparently in 
‘putting right the finances of em- 
Parrasced colonies, and he hopes: to-be 
able, before he lerves Hongkong, ‘to 
announce that this endowment bas been 
granted by a willing Legislative Cougs 
cil.” It would be very unsatisfactory, 
hig His Exceltency’s words suggested, 
to. fores a vote for such s purpose as 
this through the Council by means of 
an -offtcial majority; but, low os the 
Colonial Exchequer is, ‘we should not
